chants; whilst small fortunes are 
being rapidly made by solicitors.out 

conveyancing business alone. 

Reported sales of properties have 
in many instances approached the 
sensational, We have heard of 
houses rising .in value as much as 
five hundred per cent. in-less than a 
month without any apparent cause. 
Even the Head of the Government 
was so Impressed ‘with the wonder- 
ful increase in value of landed pro- 
perties, the noteworthy circumstance 

‘ that everything apparently. passed 
into Chinese hands, doubtless having 
some effect on His Exccllency?s 
mind, that'in a speech to the Legis- 
lative Council he congratulated’ the 
Colony on its augmented prosperty 
as evidenced by the great demand 
for house property by the Chinese, 
and the increased value of the same. 
As the greater portion of our trade 
is gradually, but surely passing into
